The economic toll mounted today in 
the bitter cold wave that has held the 
eastern half of the nation in its grip, wip­ 
ing out crops in Florida and triggering 
energy shortages that idled thousands of 
workers. 
Scores of utilities from Minnesota to 
Florida, faced with record demands, 
curtailed or cut off service to business 
and industry. 
Stores and factories 
closed, idling hundreds of thousands of 
workers. 
The Federal Power Commission in­ 
itiated an unprecedented round-the-clock 
emergency energy watch in an attempt 
to ease natural gas shortages. 
Gas and power shortages idled some 
100.000 workers in Tennessee. Cutbacks 
also idled others in industries in Missis­ 
sippi Georgia, Pennsylvania and New 
York 
where the shutdown of General 
Motors' key Harrison Radiator Division 
at Lockport. N Y . threatened to halt 
production at all GM plants. 
The Florida freeze ruined at least 30 
per cent of the citrus crop and as much 
as 85 per cent of the winter vegetables 
More freezing weather was forecast to­ 
day. 
The Florida Citrus Commission con­ 
sidered an embargo on out-of-state fresh 
fruit shipments to maintain quality, 
supermarket prices rose and experts 
said fro/en orange juice prices could 
soar 80 per cent 
Th< $35 million tomato crop in south 
Florida was wiped out and green bean 
pric s ump**d from $8 to $15 a bushel. 
The tropical fish industry reported losses 
of 90 per < ent in some species, lime 
growers had 90 per cent losses and 
avocado growers reported 60 per cent 
losses 
Massive fish kills hit commercial and 
sport fishermen hard.

India orders 
prisoner release 


NEW D ELH I. India (U P I) - The In- 
dian government has ordered the release 
of thousands of political prisoners and a 
lifting of press censorship in advance of 
the first general elections held since a 
state of emergency was imposed 19 
months ago. 


Four non-Communist opposition par­ 
ties began a joint campaign today under 
the label “ Janata (Peoples) Party” to 
oppose Prime Minister Indira Gandhi’s 
ruling Congress Party in the March 
national elections. 


The Indian Home Ministry announced 
Thursday it had told state governments 
“ to expedite the release of political de­ 
tainees under the Maintenance of Inter­ 
nal Security Act” and to “ review the 
cases” against those held under the 
Defense of India rules 


Kirkman declared that regardless of 
the circumstances, 
“ hitchhiking is 
dangerous." 
The Isla Vista Planning Commission, a 
quasi official advisory body, was also 
scheduled to discuss the emergency 


Most of Carter s 
cabinet confirmed 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Senate 
got President Carter off to a fast start by 
confirming most of his Cabinet. But it 
withheld immediate approval on three 
nominees, including Attorney General- 
designate Griffin Bell 


Health, Education and W elfare 
Secretary-designate Joseph A Califano, 
Labor Secretary-designate Ray Marshall 
and Bell are assured of confirmation ear­ 
ly next week 
Carter had hoped to have his entire 
Cabinet sworn in as a group at the White 
House Sunday, but Senate opponents of 
Bell, Califano, and Marshall blocked con­ 
sideration Thursday afternoon when the 
appointments were called up only hours 
after the Inauguration 
Approved by voice vote were Cyrus 
Vance as secretary of state, Werner 
Blumenthal as secretary of the treasury , 
Harold Brown as secretary of defense. 
Cecil Andrus as secretary of interior; 
Bob B erg la n d as s e c re ta ry of 
agriculture; Juanita Kreps as secretary 
of commerce; Patricia Roberts Harris 
as secretary of housing and urban 
development; and Brock Adams as 
secretary of transportation 
The Senate also approved two cabinet- 
level appointments: Bert Lance as 
budget director and Charles Schultze as 
chairman of the Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter today unconditionally pardoned 
Vietnam era draft evaders and ordered 
the Pentagon to study the possibility of 
pardoning deserters, too. 
Keeping a major campaign promise on 
his first full day in the White House. 
Carter issued an executive order calling 
for an immediate “ full, complete and un­ 
conditional" blanket pardon for thou­ 
sands of evaders. 
The order covers a period from Aug. 
4,1964, to March 28, 1973, and included 
only two minor exceptions. 
White House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell said the Pentagon had no figures 
on the number of draft evaders involved. 
But earlier outside estimates indicated 
upwards of 100,000 Americans never 
registered for the draft to fight in the 
controversial Vietnam War. 
An estimated 23,000 registered for the 
draft, but did not report when their 
numbers were drawn. 
As for the additional study on 
deserters, the Pentagon estimated 4,500 
such men and women might be covered 
by any extension of the presidential 
decree. 
The American Legion has roundly 
criticized Carter’s promise to pardon 
evaders and arranged a news conference 
later today to voice its opposition. 
M e a n w h ile , 
the 
N a tio in a l 
Interreligious Service Board for Con­ 
scientious Objectors said C arter’s 
proposal did not go far enough because it 
did not include deserters and those “ with 
less than honorable discharges ’’ 
Louise Ransom, spokesman for the 
National Council for Universal and Un­ 
conditional Amnesty — the pro-amnesty 
umbrella organization — called Carter’s 
action “ a marvelous step forward." 
But she said “ we deeply regret that the 
pardon did not see fit to include military 
resisters.' 
Included in the order were two excep­ 
tions. said to cover only a minor number 
of persons 
One would forbid a pardon for anyone 
involved in an act of force or violence 
and the other any employe or officer of 
the Selective Service System who 
violated the law while serving the 
government. 


Powell said Carter’s advisers who 
worked on the amnesty program — 
Atlanta attorney Charles Kirbo and 
Houston attorney David Berg — had dis­ 
cussed possible alternatives with every 
group and individual interested in the 
subject. 
He said the President understood that 
many people would either think he went 
too far — or not far enough. 
But Powell stressed Carter had discus­ 
sed the issue throughout the campaign 
and everyone in America knew what his 
intentions were. He described Carter’s 
course as "a responsible and moderate 
course to follow ” 
Powell said the pardon would permit 
draft evaders who had taken citizenships 
in other countries to apply for citizen­ 
ship in this country “ as any other alien.” 
He said those living overseas could 
return home to visit their parents 
without fear of prosecution 
The press secretary said the Defense 
Department had been unable to come up 
with any number of actual draft evaders 
or deserters But he said the Pentagon 
has the names of 4,500 deserters who re­ 
main at large 
Carter ordered that those doing alter­ 
nate service as a form of penance under 
President Gerald F o rd ’s lim ited 
amnesty program will no longer be 
required to fulfill their terms of service. 
He also ordered the attorney general 
to terminate all investigations now 
pending and not to initiate further in­ 
vestigations involving allegations of 
draft evasion in the period involved. 


Powell noted that most men who 
served in the military between mid-1964 
and mid-1973 received honorable dis­ 
charges. So, he added, the review of 
what to do about deserters, or others 
who did not receive honorable dis­ 
charges, affects less than 3 per cent of 
all who wore uniforms in that period. 
He was unable immediately to say 
whether a draft evader who would be 
classified as an alien could return as a 
“ reborn citizen" or a naturalized citizen. 
Announcing the study about what to do 
about deserters and those who received 
less than an honorable discharge, Powell 
said: 
“ President Carter will act immediate­ 
ly to initiate a study involving the 
military looking toward a possible up­ 
grading by category and expanded and 
accelerated review process." 
Hundreds 
attend 
reception 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter today began his first full day in 
the White House with a reception and 
gifts for hundreds of Americans who 
befriended him and his family on the 
campaign trail. 


At the first of several receptions 
scheduled today and Saturday, the Presi­ 
dent and Mrs Rosalynn Carter enter­ 
tained 1 .000 guests at whose homes they, 
or their children, stayed during their up­ 
hill march to the White House 


The guests received a special 4-by-6- 
inch plaque in bronze with black engrav­ 
ing which read: “ A Member of the Jim ­ 
my Carter family stayed in this house 
during the 1976 Presidential Campaign 
The official day at the White House 
began with a staff meeting which Carter 
did not personally attend 
Instead, he stood under the presiden­ 
tial seal in the Great Hall with his wife to 
greet old friends at the happy reunion 
marked by hugs and kisses The Presi­ 
dent seemed especially pleased at the 
great number of young people attending, 
embracing them warmly. 
Carter wore a dark blue suit, a blue 
shirt and a red tie. Mrs. Carter wore a 
gray knit suit. 
The Carters arranged three more 
receptions today, one for governors and 
the Cabinet, another for the Democratic 
National Committee, state campaign 
managers, labor and business represen­ 
tatives and entertainers, and a third for 
Georgia Gov. George Busbee and sup­ 
porters from the President’s home state. 
The 39th President, who said after his 
inauguration Thursday that he was still 
“ shocked" to be called "President 
Carter," was unstinting in public affec­ 
tion for those who helped him from ob­ 
scurity into one of the most powerful and 
burdensome jobs in the world 
“ I got a kiss and a hug and he hasn't 
changed a bit," enthused Faye Gomez of 
Omaha, Neb “ He’s still Mr. Wonderful 
to all of us." 
“ He patted my hand," said Wilma 
Lenzen, also from Omaha 
Pastries and juices were served in the 
East Room as the guests filed through. 
Among them was Carmen Lopez Por­ 
tillo. wife of the president of Mexico. She 
was a special guest at the inauguration 
and said festivities had been "fan- 
tastico ’’ 
She told reporters Carter’s walk in the 
inaugural parade was the way that her 
husband did it when he was inaugurated 
last month, showing he was “ close to the 
people."

A program for using $398,000 in 
Federal Highway Act funds in the Lom­ 
poc Valley between now and September 
30, 1978 has been adopted by the Lompoc 
City Council. 
Under the Federal Highway Act of 
1973. the Federal Aid Urban road 
program Was been established, providing 
assistance for the improvement of cer­ 
tain roadways. 
The recently completed Central 
Avenue improvement program was an 
FAU project, completed in cooperation 
with the County of Santa Barbara using 
funds allocated in 1973 
From that project there was a $109,925 
surplus which when added to the 1976- ’78 
allocation of $288,061 brings the total 
available FAU funds to $397,986 
The recommended program for the 
next phase of road improvement was 
prepared by the County Department of 
Transportation and was endorsed by the 
Citv Council at its last meeting 
Besides the FAU funds, there is a 


matching requirement which will add 
$68,000 in local funds and $53,357 in state 
funds to the amount available to do the 
projects. 
The recommended programs are as 
follows: 


State Route 1 widening between 
Seventh and its intersection with 
Highway 246 Projected cost is $211,000 
with the state providing $53,357 and 
$157,643 coming from the FAU program 
The state is working to get this project 
started this spring 


O Street and V Street reconstruction 
and widening between North and Central 
avenues Projected cost for O Street is 
$125,000 with $88,000 coming from the 
FAU funds and $37,000 from the City of 
Lompoc For V Street, the cost is es­ 
timated at $135,000 with $104,000 coming 
from FAU and $31,000 from the City of 
Lompoc 
These projects will provide 
two-lane roadways similar to the Central 
Avenue project. 


“ Traffic flow and safety should be im­ 
proved by these projects,” said Barry 
Gustafson, public works director. 
“ Future developers of adjacent areas 
then would be able to complete the street 
improvements including construction of 
curbs and sidewalks in better order by 
tying to a proper and adequate existing 
street. 


“ The City Council previously indicated 
approval of North Avenue extension and 
bridge construction between O and V 
streets as a second priority,’’ Gustafson 
noted 


"Becuase the Miguelito Channel 
Project planning and design has not 
progressed significantly to this time, it is 
recommended that the North Avenue 
projects be slipped in priority," "he con­ 
tinued. adding, "They can, at an ap­ 
propriate time, be included in the FAU 
program using the fund balance for un­ 
designated 
projects ($48,343) and any 
subsequent FAU funds "

Drought conditions 
told by ag chief

Drought conditions in Santa 
Barbara County resulting from 
two dry years in a row thus far 
demonstrates the need for ad­ 
ditional water sources for the 
county for both agricultural and 
domestic purposes, according 
to 
B oard 
of S u p e r v is o r s 
chairman Harrell Fletcher. 
Fletcher, a staunch propo­ 
nent of importation of Feather 
R iver w ater via the State 
Project, made the statement on 
the heels of a report from 
County Agricultural Commis­ 
sioner Gravdon B 
Hall at­ 
testing to the continuing severe 
hardships lack of rainfall this 
year is again causing many 
county dry land farmers and 
cattle ranchers. 
Fall 
reported 
that ‘“range 
grass is depleted and the ex­ 
pense of supplemental feeding 
is hurting cattlem en.” 
He added that 
“inadequate 
soil moisture has resulted in 
dry. hard and cloddy seed beds 
which are too rough to plant ... 


field s which had adequate 
m oisture earlier for proper 
preparation 
and 
germination 
have now stopped growing due 
to lack of moisture .” 
There is the consolation that 
Santa Barbara County is not 
faced with the serious drought 
fo r e c a s t for C a lifo r n ia ’s 
Central Valley 
Hall also stressed that row 
crop farms are suffering the ex­ 
pense of additional irrigations 
not normally needed at this 
time of the year, and showed 
that well water levels which 
normally regenerate in the 
winter could be cut due to in­ 
creased water usage, causing 
shortages this summer.

The world reacted cautiously 
today to the swearing in of 
President Carter. Some com­ 
mentators called his inaugura­ 
tion speech a “ breath of fresh 
a ir” but others labeled it 
“ vague moralizing.” 


All agreed that C arter’s 
foreign policy initiatives would 
affect the lives of millions of 
people in other lands who never 
voted for him. 


Carter’s speech, in which he 
pledged to seek a “ stable, just 
and peaceful world order," was 
broadcast live around the world 
by the Voice of America in 36 
languages, including Chinese, 
Russian and Arabic. 


Congratulatory 
messages 
poured in to Washington from 
world capitals as diverse as 
London, Islamabad. Tokyo and 
Moscow Most, however, were 
couched in diplomatically cau­ 
tious language. 


In Colombia, the newspaper 
E l Vespertino said in its lead 
editorial Carter’s installation 
would lessen the “ atmosphere 
of international tension ” 


“ A breath of fresh air of hope 
and optimism blows today over 
Washington to the most remote 
areas of the land." the new­ 
spaper said “ The world sees 
him as a just, intelligent and 
responsible man. not a warlike 
person nor a demagogue " 


The Fmanial Times of Lon­ 
don said Carter’s inauguration 
“ finally marks the end of the 
Nixon era in domestic politics, 
and the Kissinger era in foreign 
affairs 


“ Yet it is striking how little 
the speech contained, behind 
the vague m oralizing, of 
genuine indications as to the 
priorities which the new presi 
dent has set himself," it said 
South Africa “ looks forward 
to the strengthening of the 
friendly relations between our 
two countries and sincerely 
wishes you every success in 
vour quest for the peaceful solu­ 
tions to the problems that beset 
mankind."

ments for low and moderate in­ 
come fam ilies and elderly 
persons The agency Thursday 
said the financial arrangement 
was approved at an unan­ 
nounced meeting Tuesday 
The apartm ents w ill be 
located in Monterey Park, 
Willowbrook. Lafayette. Pomo­ 
na Palo Alto and Placerville 
Construction is expected to 
begin within two months. 
The action is the result of a 
1975 special session of the 
legislature called by Gov Ed­ 
mund G Brown Jr to put the 
state into the housing business.

FPC in 'emergency' 
watch on gas supply 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Federal 
Power Commission, 
abandoning normal procedure, 
is conducting an unprecedented 
round-the-clock 
emergency 
watch to ease natural gas shor­ 
tages threatening thousands of 
jobs 
At least seven exemptions to 
FPC regulations have been 
granted in the face of the gas 
crisis. Energy officials in New 
Jersey say one such exemption, 
letting Transcontinental 
Gas 
Pipeline Corp. get 3 billion 
cubic feet of extra gas. was too 
little to help 
The bitter cold wave gripping 
much of the country — driving 
up demand for gas and causing 
shortages in many areas — was 
the reason for the move. 
An FPC spokesman said the 
24-hour monitoring system was 
established to deal swiftly with 
“ operating difficulties, changes 
in gas supply, storage inventory 
levels, curtailment actions and 
emergency service to prevent 
irreparable damage to life and 
property.’’ 
The 24-hour, seven-day moni­ 


toring program was announced 
Thursday. Not even the inaugu­ 
ration of President Carter — 
for most government employes, 
a holiday — kept members of 
the gas watch team off the job 
The spokesman said the FPC 
sent telegrams to 29 natural gas 
pipeline

late 
Wednesday night, asking them 
to report any problems im­ 
mediately.

wholesaler boosted the price of 
ground coffee another 20 cents 
a pound, to a record high of 
$3 11, in the second round of in­ 
creases in a month 
A group of 25 Am erican 
supermarket executives and 
consumer 
representatives 
wrapped up a tour of Brazil’s 
frost-damaged plantations and 
returned to the United States 
with explanations — but no 
solutions — for coffee prices 
they said are likely to go right 
on accelerating for the next two 
years. 


All agreed lack of supplies — 
not a conspiracy on the part of 
Brazilian producers — is the 
villain of the scenario in which 
America's favorite beverage 
rapidly is becoming an exotic 
delicacy 
“ 1 don t think a boycott will 
do a lot because we have to 
reduce consumption by about 12 
per cent, and that surely is a 
lot,” said Sue Ann Ritchko, 
director of consumer services 
at Price Chopper Discount 
Foods in Sehnec ady. N Y She 
was one of the ex 'utives on the 
inspection tour 1 
ted by Hills 
Brothers Coffe 
Co 
Hills 
Brothers now is a subsidiary of 
the Brazilian agro-conglomer­ 
ate that produces 60 per cent of 
all U S coffee imports 
William Tarpey. of Central 
Grocers of Franklin Park. 111., 
also viewed the boycott move in 
the United States as an exercise 
in futility 


“ 1 feel that there is not 
enough coffee in Brazil, at this 
particular period of time, as 
there should be to reduce the 
price of coffee, 
he said 
Bill Nichols, president of As­ 
sociated Grocers in Phoenix, 
Ariz . discounted the possibility 
of a conspiracy. 
“ I don t think there's any­ 
thing rotten about the system, 
except the supply.' he said 
Jorge Wolney Atalla. chair­ 
man of Hills Brothers, defended 
his country's 285 per cent in­ 
crease in coffee beans since the 
1975 frost that wiped out 73.5 
per cent of Brazil’s coffee 
trees 
“ In reply to anyone who still 
brieves that we have resorted 
tc artifice in order to create 
high prices. I would guarantee 
that nobody here would commit 
such blasphemy as to ask God 
to repeat the frost which came 
down on us in 1975.' he said. 


The bill <AB62> by Assembly­ 
man Alister McAlister, D-San 
Jose, cleared the Assembly 
Thursday on a 43-22 vote and 
was sent to the Senate.

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Wendy Yoshimura found guilty 


OAKLAND. Calif (U P I) - 
Underground roommates Pa­ 
tricia 
H earst and Wendy 
Yoshimura were a study of con­ 
trasts but juries judged them 
the same way — guilty. 
“ I never had a chance.” Miss 
Hearst had said after she was 
convicted of armed bank rob­ 
bery in March 1976 
And, on Thursday night. Miss 
Yoshimura was convicted on 
three counts of possession of ex­ 
plosives, an automatic weapon 
and bomb components. The 
first two counts each carried 
penalties of not more than five 
years in prison and the third not 
more than 15 years 
“ I was disappointed but ...” 
she said simply, shrugging her 
shoulders and walking off with 
her attorneys. 
Miss Yoshimura. born 34 
years ago in a wartime reloca­ 


tion camp for Japanese- 
Americans. is free on bail 
pending an appeal promised by 
defense a tto rn e y Ja m e s 
Larson He called the verdict 
‘ outrageous.” 
Judge Martin N. Pulich set 
sentencing for Feb. 24 in 
Alameda County Superior 
Court 
He also said he would set a 
hearing on that date for con­ 
tempt of court charges — Miss 
Yoshimura was cited five times 
for refusing to answer ques­ 
tions about her life in the un­ 
derground 
She said her 
Japanese concept of loyalty 
kept her from disclosing facts 
which might jeopardize com­ 
panions 
Pulich also declared a mistri­ 
al on a fourth count of posses­ 
sion of bomb components with 
an intention to cause damage 


2 killed, 46 injured in 
U of Pittsburgh blast 


PITTSBURGH (U P I) - At 
least two persons were killed 
and 47 injured in an apparent 
gas explosion Thursday that 
rocked two University of Pitt­ 
sburgh lecture halls minutes 
after 250 students had left the 
building 
Rescue w o rk ers today 
searched for more possible vic- 
tim> that may have been buried 
under the rubble 
“ We don't believe there are 
any more bodies underneath, 
but we are still searching to see 
if another student is in there," 
said Pittsburgh Police Supt 
Robert Coll 
Authorities said 47 persons 
were taken to six city hospitals 
ind -even were admitted 
A 
Pitt spokesman did not report 
any missing students 
The dead were identified as 
Patricia Hostetler. 20. Donegal. 
Pa and Karlene Curry, 35. Pit­ 
tsburgh. a secretary 
Coll said Thursday night a 
cause had not been determined 
But Norm Sanner. the city's 
chief of fire protection, said gas 
storage tanks may have ex­ 
ploded 
The explosion rocked Langley 
Hall one of three buildings in a 
life science and psychology 
complex 
at approximately 
12 30 p m EST Thursday. 
Rescuers were hampered by 
noxious gases, and several 


firemen were treated for nitro­ 
benzene gas inhalation 
Alex Kaminsky, director of 
Pitt's physical plant, said 
damage could be higher than 
$750,000 
Rescuers worked around-the- 
clock sifting through the debris 
of one lecture hall flattened to a 
pile of concrete blocks and 
plywood seats by the explosion 
Walls 12 inches in thickness 
were blasted away and the 
hall s roof caved in leaving only 
four vertical support beams 
About 250 psychology students 
were dismissed from the clas­ 
sroom 15 minutes earlier 
The adjoining lecture hall 
was not as severely damaged, 
but about 150 terror-stricken 
students attending a life 
sciences class there scrambled 
out through the two emergency 
exits Six laboratories beneath 
the lecture halls also were left 
in disarray 


“ There was a big bang, " said 
Ralph Natale. 22. a life sciences 
student 
“ Everything started 
caving in 
Everybody was 
rushing for the doors." 


The blast's impact shattered 
windows, knocked over a 
janitor in a nearby hallway and 
blew out the wall of an adjacent 
science library 
One student 
said the explosion felt like an 
earthquake 


There was no immediate in­ 
dication if there would be a new 
trial on the charge, which 
carries a maximum penalty of 
five years to life 
It was Miss Yoshimura's as­ 
sociation with terrorists, as 
with the newspaper heiress, 
which got her in trouble with 
the law 


Authorities found what they 
described as a bomb factory in 
a Berkeley garage which she 
had rented in 1972 Investiga­ 
tors said the “ Revolutionary 
Army" planned to make bombs 
that would be used on a Naval 
ROTC facility on the University 
of -California's 
B e rk e le y 
campus Three men — one of 
them her boyfriend — were 
arrested, convicted on bomb 
charges and sentenced to 
prison 


Miss Yoshimura. an artist, 
feminist and the daughter of a 
Sacramento Valley farmer, sl­ 
ipped into the underground Her 
fingerprints were subsequently 
found at a Pe n n sylva n ia 
farmnouse which Svmbionese 
Liberation 
Army 
terrorists 
used as a hideout 


She was arrested with Miss 
Hearst in September 1975. was 
freed on bail by a group of 
Japanese-Americans and began 
trial Oct 18 The jury of eight 
women and four men deliberat­ 
ed 44 hours before returning its 
verdict

A 9-year-old boy was killed by

An 8 to 10 degree increase in 
the temperature caused the

Some of the children were 
buried only to the waist or chest 
but Merrell and Layton were 
completely buried Merrell was 
given oxygen and treated by 
paramedics at the scene and 
taken to Doctors Hospital 
where he died about three hours 
later, never regaining con­ 
sciousness

and rescue team was aided by

tax and spending programs are

The bank's economist told 
members of the Lompoc Rotary 
Club at a dinner meeting that 
the national jobless rate should 
average 7.3 per cent this year, 
down slightly from 1975’s 7 7 
per cent average.

both groups that a less-than- 
generally expected increase in

Meantime you’ve got 
an $18 jar of cold creme, heavy 
on the perfume 
What does all that extra 
money go for when we buy an 
e x p e n s iv e 
c o s m e t ic ? 
Sometimes as much as 10 cents 
out of every dollar goes for 
advertisement on tv and in 
fashion magazines, 40 cents 
goes to the retailer. 15 cents 
goes for sales and distribution 
costs, 10 cents for general 
overhead. 5 to 20 cents for *he 
manufacturers’ profit, but only 
20 or 30 cents goes to pay for the 
manufacturing process which 
includes salaries and packag­ 
ing. as well as ingredients! 
The most astounding fact is 
that the ads make us want to 
pay $18 for the things we usual­ 


ly have in our homes at a frac­ 
tion of the cost! Have you ever 
tried the avocado face pack or 
shampoo? What about oatmeal 
scrubs? Egg shampoo can be 
made from one egg white mix­ 
ed in a pint of warm water and 
a pinch of borax. An excellent 
skin lubricator is regular, fresh 
cream 
Another aspect of cosmetics 
that we don’t have room for in 
this column, but that deserves 
mention is allergic reactions 
which result in millions of case 
treatments yearly.

Looking ahead to the future of CB

(E D IT O R ’S N O TE: 
Ink 
Dipper (KYZ-3916) is the han­ 
dle of the editor of The CB 
Times-Journal.) 
Let’s look into the future for 
a moment. 
Will your CB radio in 1984 be 
a second cou sin to a 
microwave oven? Will it be 
worn on your wrist with the 
antenna running up your arm? 
Maybe. For a couple of 
reasons, the CB radio of the 
future will be different 
Perhaps not in looks so much 
as character. 
Much of the change will be 
prom pted by sunspots. 
Sunspots are eruptions on the 
sun’s surface, and they shoot 
out extra radiation which 
makes the earth’s atmosphere 
reflective for certain types of 
radio waves, including CB 
waves. 
Sunspots come in a peak 
every 11 years, and in 1978 
they will build in intensity, 
which lasts for about five 
years. No one paid much 
attention to the last sunspot 
peak because in the 1960’s 


there weren’t many CBs. But 
in the next peak, more than 20 
m illion 
Am ericans 
and 
several million Canadians will 
be on the air 
That means a lot of confu­ 
sion, with hundreds and 
thousands of radio signals fall­ 
ing into the same place at the 
same time. 
A solution is to set up a se­ 
cond citizens band on a fre­ 
quency range not as hard hit 
by the sunspot skip That’s 
probably what’s in store, and 
the Federal Communications 
Commission will pick out a 
frequency territory high 
above 
the 
p re s e n t 
27 
megahertz range on which CB 
now sits. 
One suggestion is placing it 
at above 900 megahertz, which 
happens to be in the same 
fre q u e n c y 
ran g e 
as 
microwave ovens. The FCC is 
going to have to do some 
heavy 
thinking 
before 
allocating frequencies in that 
range. Some electronics 
professionals have speculated 
that CBs in that range could 
harm the general public, since 


microwaves 
can 
produce 
blindness and sterility. 
If an expansion, though, 
does go through in that range, 
CB will certainly move into a 
new era. Consider this: 
* The new radio space will 
mean more channels. CB 
could be spread over several 
hundred channels instead of 
the present 40 
* No more skip problems, 
and if further refinements are 
made, almost all background 
noise could be eliminated 
* CBs can be smaller The 
potential is almost at hand. 
After all, we now have elec­ 
tronic calculators built into 
writing pens Dick Tracy will 
have inspired an American 
lifestyle — two-way com­ 
munications as close as the 
wrist 
* The potential is there for 
a more versatile citizens 
band A system can be set up 
to “ repeat” signals, with 
robot base stations that relay 
a 
normal mobile signal 
greater distances or route it 
into a telephone call. 
The chance of a repeater 


system is probably the most 
exciting part of the future. 
Amateur and some emergen­ 
cy radio systems now have 
repeater hook-ups for boun­ 
ding signals greater dis­ 
tances. 
Hams now finance, through 
their clubs, repeater stations, 
and financially strong CB 
clubs could do the same thing 
Also, repeaters could be set 
up like public utilities, with 
CBers paying for the use 
And a CBer in the 1980’s 
could use a repeater to 
“ patch” into a telephone line 
for a call home The CBer 
could talk to the family or 
even use special tone controls 
to activate the stove to start 
d in n e r. 
The 
rem ote- 
controlled, 
radio-activated 
home is something that 
science 
and 
mechanics 
magazines 
have 
kicked 
around for years. But the ex­ 
panded CB would put us on the 
threshold of that kind of Flash 
Gordon environment. 
It’s just around the corner. 
It’s called the future

NEW YORK (UPI» — One of Ernie Banks’ biggest 
fans is Charlie Finley, and like so many others, he felt 
good reading all those beautiful things Ernie had to say 
about baseball the other day. On? of Ernie’s declara­ 
tions was simply too much for him. though Charlie 
couldn't take it. even being such a big fan of Ernie 
Banks. 
The statement in question was made by Banks here 
Wednesday after he was elected to Baseball’s Hall of 
Fame Banks had been talking about how fortunate he 
considered himself to have been a member of the 
Chicago Cubs 19 years when one newsman asked him 
what he would’ve done if he ever had the sam e chance 
to better himself financially as some of today’s super­ 
stars. 
Ernie Banks said he wouldn’t go. 
There were other considerations, such as longtime 
personal associations, which were and still are more 
important to him than money. Banks said 
Charlie Finley has one word for all that. 
“ Hogwash!” 
“ Ernie Banks is human, the same as anybody else,” 
says the Oakland A’s owner “ It’s understandable how 
someone might say one thing when he’s in the ring,’ 
and how he may say something entirely different when 


he’s ‘outside the ring.’ Don’t misunderstand me, I have 
great respect and admiration for Ernie Banks, but he’s 
the sam e as anybody else, and if he says he wouldn’t go 
in the face of so much more money, I say hogwash! 
“ I don't believe the fans in America should 
criticize today’s athletes,” says Finley. “I don’t blame 
the athletes for all these astronomical, unjustified 
salaries If I was an athlete working for such stupid 
owners, I would take all they handed out.

The politics of racquetball 


Understanding the exact 
position of the proposed BKB 
racquetball facility at any 
given time is becoming one of 
the m ore popular parlor 
games in town, and were it not 
for the relative seriousness of 
the matter, there might even 
be some entertainment value 
in the situation. 
Unfortunately, with all the 
mincing and shuffling going on 
between city and county, a 
deadline has been put forth by 
BKB and as everyone should 
know, deadlines of any kind 
are the bane of governments 
everywhere. They don’t like 
having to make decisions by a 
preordained time unless it is 
absolutely necessary, and in 
this case, that pressure may 
bring forth a negative decision 
and lose Lompoc a much 
needed sport facility. 
What seemed like an ex­ 
cellent idea just weeks ago, 


i.e. locating a racquetball 
facility on approximately four 
acres of unused county land 
behind Lom poc Shopping 
Center now seem s to be 
fraught with all kinds of pit­ 
falls for the county and the 
city alike. 


Apparently while the county 
wants the city to be AB­ 
SOLUTELY 
RESPONSIBLE 
FOR THE PROPERTY IF 
THE PROJECT FAILS, the 
city wants nothing more than 
first option of the facility if it 
fails. Too, the city would like 
to buy the property outright 
rather than enter into a 50 
year lease as proposed by the 
county. 


Perhaps understandably, 
each entity is trying to protect 
its own assets, as it were. Un­ 
fortunately, Lompoc may be 
the eventual loser if BKB 
makes good on its deadline and 


simply tells us to forget the 
whole thing. 


Mayor Gene Stevens in­ 
timated at Tuesday’s council 
meeting that he would be in 
favor of voting Ryon Park an 
alternative 
if the county 
property proved to be too ex­ 
pensive a location. Citizens 
living in that area have ex­ 
pressed their opposition to 
that plan and the council has 
wavered on that location in the 
past. Considering what is at 
stake here, however, we would 
hope council would have an 
alternative to the county 
property ready in the wings so 
that the February 14 BKB 
deadline could still be met if 
the county proves too large a 
hurdle. Ryon Park is the best 
such alternative and we sup­ 
port any council action which 
would so designate that loca­ 
tion.

Ford's aid sought for Mandel 


WASHINGTON - The presidential 
confidant who negotiated the pardon of 
Richard Nixon tried to arrange leniency 
for another controversial figure during 
the last days of the Ford administration. 
President Ford was asked to spare 
Maryland’s embattled Gov. Marvin 
Mandel another cor­ 
ruption trial. The first 
trial was cut short by 
a jury tampering scan- 
d a l. 
N ow 
he 
is 
scheduled to return to 
court in April. 
M andel’s friends 
co n ten d 
th at the 
g o v e r n o r can no 
longer get a fair trial 
anywhere because of 
the massive, adverse 
publicity. So attorney 
Benton Becker, the in­ 
termediary in the Nix­ 
on pardon, decided to 
speak to President 
Ford in M andel’s 
behalf. 
Becker has been a close friend of 
Gerald Ford for years Therefore, he 
asked the former president to consider 
sparing Mandel another trial 
What Becker sought, although no one 
at the White House wanted to describe it 
as such, was an Agnew-style solution. 
Ex-Vice President Spiro Agnew pleaded 
no contest to tax evasion and agreed to 
give up his high office In return, the 
Justice Department, dropped a host of 
corruption charges. 
Mandel succeeded Agnew as governor 
of Maryland and, according to the 
testimony against him, continued many 
of Agnew s practices. Becker suggested 
that Mandel be given the opportunity to 
plead guilty to a minor offense and then 
step down from office, as Agnew had 
done. 
Becker urged Ford to take up the pos­ 
sibility of plea bargaining with his at­ 
torney general. Edward Levi, in order to 
spare Mandel the ordeal of a second 
devastating trial. 
White House sources confirmed that 
Becker discussed the Mandel question 
with both President Ford and his 
counsel, Phil Buchen. But just a few 
weeks ago, Agnew’s lawyers had sought 
a last-minute presidential pardon for 
their client. They had been referred to 
regular channels at the Justice Dept 
Under the circum stances, neither 
Ford nor Buchen felt it would be proper 
to intervene in the Mandel case. 
Becker’s efforts died on January 20, 
therefore, with the Ford administration. 
Footnote: Mandel is a Democrat, 
Becker a Republican. In fact, he is 
deputy counsel of the Republican 
National Committee. He refused to com­ 
ment on our story. 
FRENCH 
SELLO UT?: 
F rance 
received far more than the reported air­ 
craft contract in return, it has been 
alleged, for freeing Abu Daoud, the 
Palestinian terrorist leader accused of 
masterminding the 1972 Munich mas­ 
sacre of Israeli Olympic stars. 
Daoud is wanted on a number of 
charges The French picked him up, but 
quickly released him last week As he 
walked out of prison, French officials 
closed two military deals with Egypt. 
One has been reported in the press; 
Egypt agreed to purchase 200 Mirage jet 
fighters from France. But we have 
learned that Egypt will also allow 
France to construct a secret, $1.5 billion 
munitions works 
The munitions center will produce a 
variety of weapons for Arab countries 
According to Israeli in tellig en ce 
sources, Saudi Arabia will put up the $15 
billion. 
A spokesman for the French embassy 
confirmed the agreement on the arms 


plant. But he insisted that the deal had 
been in the works for months and that 
the timing of Daoud’s release was “a 
pure coincidence.” 
Intelligence sources told us, however, 
that Egyptian officials privately are tak­ 
ing credit for Daoud’s release. As the 
French and Egyptians negotiated the ex­ 
change of the alleged mass murderer for 
the murderous weapons, Israel tried 
frantically but futliely to extradite 
Daoud 
Israeli sources told us that 
France refused to discuss Daoud’s ex­ 
tradition. 
The location of the arms plant is sup­ 
posed to be a military secret, but we 
have learned it will be constructed in the 
Cairo environs. Daoud, meanwhile, has 
fled to Algeria, the world refuge for 
terrorists. 
REVOLVING DOOR: We have written 
in the past about the revolving door 
between business and government Take 


the case of James E. Smith, who used to 
be a lobbyist for the American Bankers 
Association. The next thing we knew, he 
was appointed com ptroller of the 
currency in charge of regulating banks. 
He dropped out of government a few 
months ago after making decisions that 
affect the prosperity of banks. He is for­ 
bidden by law from going to work for a 
bank for two years. Instead, we have 
found him working for a bank holding 
company. 


Smith is now executive vice president 
of the First Chicago Corporation, which 
owns the First National Bank of Chicago. 
In fact, we reached him by calling the 
number of the bank. 


"I am in no way involved in the opera­ 
tions of the bank,” Smith explained 
Neither the holding company nor the 
comptroller’s office sees any conflict. 
We do.

Dear Mr. Crompe, 
Regarding the local controversy brew­ 
ing over full amnesty for Vietnam draft 
evaders; it’s amazing how many in­ 
telligent people continue to let their emo­ 
tions govern their thinking. 
If, in truth, amnesty would make a 
mockery of our Vietnam dead, what will 
the continuation of the kind of injustice 
that killed them do? 
H E Christensen believes in patriots 
standing up and being counted. So do I. 
However. I try not to confuse patriotism 
with war-hawk nationalism. Some who 
call themselves patriots are nothing 
more or less than hypocrites who care 
less for this country’s principles than for 
its track record as a military machine 
They recoil at the thought of anything 
less than unconditional surrender on the 
part of whoever the enemy may be at the 
moment. 
An oft-used but still accurate com­ 
parison could be made with the Nazi 
Germans, Italian Fascists and Japanese 
Imperialists of the 40’s. None were more 
patriotic, in the military sense, than 
these And who can find a Red Chinese 
today who does not live and breathe the 
love of his or her ‘father-land?’ These 
are people who are not patriotic in the 
sense of feeling a responsibility to other 
human beings. Rather they are blindly 
faithful to a particular ideology, whose 
premise is violent nationalism. 
If that is patriotism, I want none of it. 
Making criminals or second-class 
citizens of the men who would not die in 
Vietnam will not bring back the ones who 
did 
Some families of the dead or missing 
may object out of emotion to amnesty 
for the draft evaders. My heart is heavy 
with sympathy for their losses, but life is 
forever for the living. To make thou­ 
sands suffer new humiliation because of 
the dead is to make scapegoats of the liv­ 
ing It is venting our grief and anger on 
those who tried the hardest to prevent it. 
We talk about ‘cow ardice’ when 
referring to the draft evaders, but never 
when discussing the thousands who got 
one kind of deferment or another. The 
rich who chose not to go to Vietnam had 
alternatives denied to those of more 
modest means. Our society is structured 
to provide just such ‘loopholes’ for the 
‘ruling caste’ as Ms Howerton’s obser­ 
vation about the draft-free sons of 
Congress reveals. The young men of 
modest means, and, especially, those 
from the ghettos and barrios, had little 
choice other than ‘fight or flee ’ 
The ones who did not go to Vietnam 
faced a different kind of death here. To 
evade the draft meant leaving one’s 
homeland and uprooting one’s whole life.

Down Mexico way 


It meant a young man had to leave 
everyone he ever knew in order to sur­ 
vive. Faced with the dilemma of killing 
or being killed because of an ideological 
disagreement between governments, 
thousands did choose this painful escape 
to oblivion. 
It’s as plain as daylight: A law has to 
be right to be a law. If it is unjust, it is in­ 
valid. 
For exactly the same reason, a war 
has to be right to be worth fighting for. 
What is right is not for H E. 
Christensen, nor Joyce Howerton, nor me 
to decide for you A person with a heart, 
a brain and a conscience knows what is 
right and what isn’t without any help at 
all. Justice is not something you learn 
out of a textbook. 
Let us not dwell on the monstrous evil 
that the war in Vietnam caused us as a 
people Let us not look back in anger and 
look for someone to blame, but rather 
honor the dead by learning love and 
justice from our sorrow.

The government of Mexico, we learn, 
is cranking up a huge public relations 
program designed to restore the con­ 
fidence of American tourists and 
businessmen. American resistance to 
Mexico issues from three causes. 
Economically, American businessmen 
and investors have 
seen M exico go to 
near-ruin under the 
p r e s id e n c y 
of 
E c h e v e r r ía 
th e 
Profligate. In terms of 
personal 
secu rity, 
A m erican 
tourists 
have been frightened 
by the lawlessness in 
Sonora particularly, 
w h e r e 
s e v e r a l 
Americans have been 
waylaid, and killed. 
Socially, 
Americans 
were offended by the 
offensive rhetoric of 
M r. 
E c h e v e r r ía , 
whose courtship of the 
Third World required 
him to denounce the United States at 
regular intervals. His instruction to his 
ambassador in the United Nations to 
vote with the Third World in equating 
Zionism with racism triggered an instan­ 
taneous Jew ish-A m erican tourist 
boycott which a forlorn Echeverría final­ 
ly bought off by serving a kosher meal to 
Jewish dignitaries at a prolonged 
luncheon of atonement. 
Mexico’s economic problems are less 
easily solved. Lopez Portillo, who suc­ 
ceeded Echeverría on the first of 
December, is apparently unafflicted by 
the manias of his predecessor. But un­ 
scrambling Echeverría ’s eggs is the job 
of an alchemist, not a mere politician — 
though it probably helps that Lopez Por­ 
tillo, in addition to being a lawyer, is also 
a novelist and a poet. 
The most succinct account of the 
ravages of President Echeverría ap­ 
peared in a little book published last fall 
by a Mexican economist at the National 
University, called ‘‘Devaluation in Mex­ 
ico.” The title’s reference is to the two 
catastrophic devaluations of the peso, 
which for 32 years had been successfully 
pegged to the dollar at a ratio of P 12.50 
to $1. In a matter of weeks, it sank in 
value to P28 to $1, wiping out one half 
the savings of the Mexican people. 
Professor Pazos lists (I borrow the ab­ 
breviations of foreign correspondent 
Carlos Untel) the following results of six 
years under Echeverría: 
1. Prices rose four times as fast (as 
during the previous administration); 
2. Interest absorbed 41.3 per cent of 
payments on foreign debt, as against 24.2 
per cent earlier, 
3 Money in circulation (‘‘which is in­ 
flation per se” ) increased 123 per cent; 
4. The federal deficit was six times as 
high, despite increased taxes which to­ 
day absorb 16 per cent of the GNP as 
against 12 per cent earlier; 
5. The peso, even before devaluation, 
had lost two-thirds of its buying power; 
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“Here we are — I’m the ex-president play­ 
ing in the Crosby at Pebble Beach. HOW 
can you DO this to me?" 


6. The balance-of-payments deficit had 
quadrupled ; 
7. The price of gasoline was tripled in 
1976, and has been raised another 25 per 
cent since (bear in mind that Mexico is 
an oil exporter); 
8. The average rate of industrial 
growth was 23 per cent lower; 
9. The average agro-industry rate of 
growth was less than half that of the 
previous period. 
P r o fe s s o r P a z o s in fo r m s h is 
countrymen that three things have to be 
accomplished to rescue the Mexican 
economy. For one, the agricultural ejido 
system, a 60-year bust dating back to the 
Mexican revolution, must be scrapped. 
Under ejido, Mexicans get the use of a 
tiny parcel of land from the government. 
Unless the government gives the peasant 
that land, or even sells it to him, ejido 
agricultural production will continue at 
the rate of one-third of private produc­ 
tion 
Most nationalized business must be 
returned to the private sector: under 
public management, these are losing a 
huge $2.8 billion per year, a staggering 
overhead in the contekt of Mexican 
figures. 
And, something must be done about the 
population growth. Already there is 25% 
unemployment. Twelve and one-half 
million Mexicans are at work — and 
every year, 750,000 join the work force 


The result: 
Illegal migrant workers 
moving into the United States, and 
chronic dissatisfaction at home. 
The real enemies of Mexico, concludes 
Mr. Pazos, are the predator class of 
public servan ts who despoil the 
e c o n o m y . 
“ The gro w th in the 
bureaucracy is one of the principal 
causes of the backwardness and poverty 
in almost every country on earth, not 
only in the West, but also in the socialist 
countries where the ‘third sector’ has 
made itself into an institutionalized and 
legal exploiter of the workers and 
farmers.” 
And the haunting conclusion, which 
Mr. Echeverria’s ambassador in the 
United Nations would never be permit­ 
ted to say: ‘‘It is the form of social 
organization rather than the difference 
in natural resources which determines 
that some parts of the world enjoy 
progress and abundance while others 
struggle along in backwardness and 
scarcity.” 
But liberating M exico from the 
bureaucrats will prove more difficult 
than liberating it from Porfirio Diaz in 
1910. Americans should do what they can 
to help: forgiving the demagogic insults 
of Echeverria, and wishing his successor 
all the best. For the average American, 
the quickest way to lend a hand is to 
travel to Mexico — which is always a 
delight.

d ev elo p ers of the 
racquetball facility. They will build a 
facility only if the city provides the 
leased land site. 
Inasmuch as the property involved is 
the property of taxpayers, one would 
think that the whole matter would be a 
simple deal—one government agency 
representing taxpayers asking another 
government agency representing tax­ 
payers for the use of land owned by tax­ 
payers. 
Why is n ’t it p o ssib le for the 
bureaucrats in the County to merely say, 
“Here, you need four acres? How about 
$1 a year?” 
No, the bureaucratic way is to come up 
with a proposed 15-page lease agreement 
that requires a couple of Philadelphia 
lawyers to understand. 
Frankly, we believe this is the trouble 
with our entire government. Nothing can 
be done simple. It has to be complicated, 
super-complicated, for reasons entirely 
foreign to us. 
A city racquetball facility is certainly 
going to draw from Vandenberg Village 
Mission Hills and the unincorporated 
areas of the Valley. Doesn’t the County 
realize this9 Why complicate a simple 
request to the detriment of their own 
constituency? Can anyone understand 
this? 
We can’t blame our elected represen­ 
tative. Most of the time the elected 
representative is pulled by many strings 
from the public career servants. It’s aw­ 
fully tough to cut those strings. 
But we do know that there are going to 
be a lot of disappointed citizens of Lom­ 
poc and the unincorporated area if the 
County doesn’t get reasonable over a 
simple lease to assist the city in 
providing this racquetball facility by the 
Feb. 14 deadline
